NEW STEAM ENGINE 
OF DOUBLE POWER 
BEING PERFECTED 


Chicago, October 4.—A new steam 
engine, whose power will be nearly 
double that of present types with the 
Same expenditure of fuel by the use 
of mercury vapor instead of water 
vapor, is being developed by the Gen- 
Electric company, it became 
known today. | 

In the new boiler fire would be 
placed under mercury instead of 
water, and would be heated to 675 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, a boiling point 433 
degrees higher than that of weter. 
The vapor, passed into a low pressure 
turbine would retain heat energy lost 
in water Vapor. 

The exhaust meréury would pre 
serve its heat by being passed through 
water in a steam boiler, heating the 
water to steam, which is then trane- 
mitted to a steam turbine. The steam 


‘boiler is used as a condenser for the 
imercury, which is returned to its own 


boiler and reheated to vapor again.

Refusal of the lower court to grant

Britt, a former motorman with the 
company, sued for $40,000 for person- 
al injuries sustained during his em- 
ploy. The jury awarded him $15,- 
(MK), and the defendant asked for a 
new trial on the ground that the 
judge, in charging the jury, erred in 
telling them they might arrive at a 
proper computation of the financial 
loss sustained by taking the plain-

Can Europe Hold Together? |

Chapter XX.—(The Last)—AMERICA’S STAKE IN EUROPE 
By John F. Sinclair 


Seventeen nations of Europe owe 
to the government. of the United 
States a little more than 12,000 mil- 
lions of dollars. Interest charges 
alone on this vast sum are piling ap 
at the rate of two million dollars a 
day. This does not include the 
amount which the governments and 
corporations of Europe owe to others 
in America. This woulfl probably 
adi to the principal another 2,000 
millions of doilars. 

Here is the money loaning record of 
the United States government in dol- 
lars: To Armenia, $13,687,000; Aus- 
tria, $46,220,000; Belgium, $423,- 
515,000; Czecho-Slovakia. $104,085.- 
(00; Esthonia, $16,088,000; Finland 
$9,294,000; France, $3,770,906,000. 
Great Britain, $4,746,862;000; Greece, 
$15,375,000; Hungary, $1,888,C00; 
Italy, $1,891,514,000; Laitvia, $5,775.- 
000: Lithuania $5,728,000; Poland, 
$153,043,000 ; Roumania, $41,412,000: 
Russia, %227,620,000; Jugo-Slavis, 
$58,441 ,000. 

Add to these huge totals interest 
at 5 per cent for fourteen montts, 
That’s our government stake in Eu- 
rope. 

These amounts are so vast, so dif- 
ficult to grasp, they camnot possibly 
mean anything concrete to any of 
us, except by way of contrast sr 
comparison. 

For this vast sum a} high school 


costing $1,000,000 could! be built in: 


every one of the 3,000\ ccunties cf 
the United States, every irrigation 
project in America now held up fer 
lack of funds could be completed, 
one million working men’s homes 
costing $4,000 each could be built and 
pair for, the bonded debts) of every 
state government in the United 
States could be paid off, and still the 
unthinkable sum of 3,200 millions of 
dollars would be returned tc the treas- 
ury of the United States, That’s vur 
stake in Europe. 
What the Debt Would Buy. 

Perhaps we can berter comprehend 
the interest items on this amount, 

The forty-five jargest cities in 
America in 1922 had P school at- 
tendance of 2,940,000 pupils. The to- 
tal cost of these schools, including all 
salaries, interest on bonds, operation 
and maintenance, was $222, 15%@p2— 
our interest charges for 135 days on 
the amounts these seventeen nations 
owe the government of the United 
States. Such figures then represent 
the European bookkeening debt to 
the United States. ‘The people are, 
therefore, faced with one’ of the most 
tremendous economic and financial 
prohlems ever given 10 them to meet 
since they became a nation. 

What are we goirg to do ahout 
these debts, the interest of which is 
piling up at the rate of $4,000 every 
working minute? 

The average man, wheniasked about 
this problem, answers about like this: 
“The government of the United States 
owes about 23 billions of dollars in 
liberty bonds to its people. With 
this 12 billions which we get from 
Kurope, we will pay of that amount 
of liberty bonds down to 11 billions 
and thereby reduce our taxes.” It 
looks like a simple ease ot arithmetic, 
of additional us gold. or its equivalent 
at first seem so, but is it so simple? 

Europe can pay this debt only by 
sending ush gold, or its) equivalent, 
which is goods. Gan she send us 
gold? If these. nations sent us all 
their gold, they could pav us less than 
1s; cents for every $1.00 they owe us. 
No, gold igs impossible. The debt must 
be paid in goods. That is, these na- 
tions must send-to tne United States 
an excess of goods over imports which 


they buy from the United States of» 


at least 900 millions -f dollars a year, 
for a period of forty yeers, 


Must Sell to Pay. 


Let us be very clear about this for 
the problem is generally misunder- 
stood. These debts were created in 
the first instance by America selling 
goods to Europe. ‘They can be paid 
only in the same manner—by the 
Eurepean debtors selling as much to 
America as America has sold to them, 
plus interest. If we compel Europe 
to use her export of goods to square 
“ecounts on debts now owing to us 
we must understand that Europe 
cannot, in the very nature of thines 
use these same exorts ‘over again 
in buying future goods fram us, "We 
cgi eat Lurope’s cake and have 
it to. 

_Let me illustrate. In (19929 the 
United States sold to these seventeen 
debtor countries of Europe goods to 
the value of 1,718 millions: of dollars 
and purchased 616 millions from them. 
This shows our debtors were still bor- 
rowing money. They had left 1.102 
millions of dollars’ worth of goods to 
pay for, before they could pay a cent 
on this additional 900 millions of an- 
nual interest charges and amortization 
of the United States government debt. 
In a word, if the United States com- 
pels these seventeen nations of Eu- 
rope to settle for these past debts in 
the face of Europe's present unfavor- 
able balance of trade, as the “‘pay up” 
advocates demand, naturally Amer- 
as export trade will dwindle almost 
to zero. If we insist on payment 
it will not be consistent or logical or 
even fair to set about erecting high 
tariff walls to protect ourselves from 
such a surplus of goods, fér only by 
admitting such goods can Europe ever 
nope to pay her debt to us.’ We must 
admit the goods and accept the conse- 
quences, 

Europe ig trying hard to eut down 
her buying from the United States. 
Her decreasing purchasing power is 
also a large factor. In 1919 Europe 
purchased 332 millions of pounds of 
beef from us and a little less than 
4 millions jn 1922. Europe purchased 
1,238 million pounds of bacon in 1919 
bnt only 350 million pounds in 1922. 
ie happened? The American live- 
stock industry dropped in 
$3,611,000,000, si ee 

World Market Bound Up. 

Tet us take the ease of the small 
grain farmer, he who raises wieat, 
oats, barley, rye and flax. \Although 
the American small grain farmer send 
abroad only about one-tenth of his 
total crop, the price in America is 
determined by the price paid in the 
world market. 25-cent drop abroad 
in all cereal prices in 1923, by reason 
of the further dwindling of European 
purchasing power, would result in a 
loss of $1,100,000,000 to the American 
small grain farmer. 

I want to make this point especially 
clear. Under such a financial sink 
ing neither Europe nor America is be- 
ing helped, for, while to America the 
loss is heavy and impressive, still to 
Europe the loss based on American 
prices is even more disastrous, for her 
purchasing power is contracting faster 
than the American values are drop- 
ping. It is a situation where both 
creditor and debtor nation suffer from 
the same malady but not to the same 


degree, 

The inference {fs therefore clear 
that if a policy undertaken by the 
United States results in further de- 
creasing the purchasing power of 
Europe, in such a way that our na- 
tional income shrinks more than 
the amount of interest received by us, 
say 600 million dollars a ear, the 
nation as a whole would lore more 
than it gained by undertakirg such 
2 policy. What advantage is gained 
if taxes are cut 600 millior' dollars 
a2 year, and the national | income 
paying such taxes is reduced two or

In other words, if the present 
American situation has been causcd 
in a great measure by these two fac- 
tors of Europe’s fast decreaxi.g pur- 
chasing power, and, from ‘urope’s 
standpoint, America’s fast increasing 
prices, how much more serioas would 
the problem be in increasing still fur- 
ther goods-value losses by adijing this 
further mountain of debt of from 500 
to 1,000 million s year to be paid 28 
we have already shown is tre only 
way that Europe can pay—by an ex- 
cess of goods sold over goods pur- 
chased from us? 

Exports of United Scates Fall. 


In 1920 the total export und im- 
port business of the Urnrited States 
were 13.342 millions of dollars; it 
went down to 10,170 millions of dol- 
lars in 1921 and dwindled tu 6,379 
millions in 1922. The record for 
1923 is expected to be worse 

Business js slowing dcwn’' Farm- 
ers abd livestock men Lave as a fre- 
sult been ruined by the huncreds of 
thousands—foreclosures, bankruptcies, 
suicides. The disease of Eurvpe has 
spread to America. The manu‘rcturer 
will be next to suffer. He cannot 
keep up on the present jevel with the 
world market slipping away. 

Production is low now, bt it will 
continue to get lower and lower until, 
forced by stern necessity, America 
will call a world’s economic confer- 
ence which will not adjourn util 
reparations, war debts, military ex- 
penses, and the trade berrierms of the 
world are readjusted. We have much 
to lose, but a great deal more ty» gain. 

It is not a political league of na- 
tions that Europe needs, it is not 
a court of arbitration either. It is 
an economic united states of Europe 
that she needs, and must have. 

Cut away tariff barviers, cut away 
military expenses, cut away the im- 
possible debt charges, restore the 
wrecked international machine for 
trade and good will, and the average 
man in the world, now so discour- 
aged, would feel the effects immedi- 
ately. That to me is the all im- 
portant next step. 

I can not close this series of ar- 
ticles without saying a word to that 
American who believes we ought to 
leave European affairs alone and let 
her work out her own probiems. 
True, we can probablv readjust our- 
selves, and after a generation of in- 
tense hardship and ‘cerrible suffering, 
place a Chinese tariff wall about our- 
selves so high and so powerful that 
we can keep out the sorrow and hun- 
ger and poverty of Europe, the cul- 
ture storehouse of the last thousand 
years, As a self-coniained economic 
unit we could probably live after the 
readjustment period was over. But 
do we want to do it? Can we turn 
our back on Europe row when she is 
in danger of losing her economic lite? 
Are we going to quit, or are we go- 
ing to translate into action the ab- 
stract things called justice and good 
will? It seems to me we must do 
the only thing to do, and that is to 
help keep the fires of civilization 
burning. We must not let them die. 
We can not play the part of the self- 
ish rich man. Let us accept the call, 
proud of the fact thar it is ours to 
receive, rekindle the fires of hope 
and courage everywhere by showing 
by our own example chat it is better 
to cure than to injure, bétter to love 
than to hate, better to cooperate than 
to fight, better to give than to re-

Some sound and simple rules to 
minimize fraud and increase the ef- 
fiency of money devoted to charity 


work may be stated as follows: Don’t 
answer remit-or-return letters from 
organizations with which you are not 
acquainted. Examine the merits of 
the project to be benefited. Never 
feel] compelled to contribute to sec- 
tarian organizations unless you are 
a members. Don’t. keep on giving 
year after year to a cause without an 
occasional checking up of the work. 
Refuse to give to any organization 
that does not issue an annual report, 
with an audited financial statement. 
Also insist on knowing something of 
the character of the methods 
and require adequate evi- 


*| dence that results, in serving a pub- 


lic purpose, justify the money ex- 
pended. 

Do not give money on the street. 
This method of raising funds is not 
only expensive, but it has been so 
abused that the plan isfalling into 
disrepute, Insist on a receipt for 
every contribution, which shall show 
the name and address of the organi- 
zation to which the money was given. 
Giving a receipt is the first step in 
proper accounting, and all worth- 
whilte organizations follow this busi- 
ness-like plan. Never accept a hith- 
erto-unknown organization at its own 
valuation. Inform yourself concern- 
ing it through disinterested agencies. 
Refuse to advertise in programs until 
you know whether or not the adver- 
tising is offered on a sound business 
basis. Don't advertise blindly, but be 
sure that your money is financing a 
bona fide proposition. 

Last, and most important of all, 
remember that the rule, investigate 
before you invest, applies to chari- 
ies as well as to financial under- 
akings.

Brooks County 
Mass Meeting 
Flays Dipping 


Quitman, Ga., October 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-Hundreds of prominent farm- 
ers of Brooks county met here Wed- 
nesday in mass meeting to protest 
against a further continuation of the 
cattle dipping program which has been 
on for the past eight years, and which, 


according to their declaration, “has 
been without results and the end of 


which is not in sight.” 
The delegation had given notice that 
it would call upon the county com- 


missioners at the regular session of 
the board, but when the hour arrived 
for the conference, G. ©. Hopper, of 
the Okapilco district, asked the board 
to adjourn and meet with the farmers 
in the superior court room, stating 
that instead of a committee, “hun- 
dreds had come to the meeting.” 

Several features marked the joint 
session of the commissioners and the 
farmers. There was a spirit of re- 
spect for the law which was frequent- 
ly pointed to; the farmers declared 
they had dipped consistently, whether 
their cattle had ticks or not, but that 
after eight years they want relief. 

County Attorney Bennet read the 
lnw and told them that the relief 
desired could come only from a modi- 
fication or repeal of the law by the 
general assembly. 

Mr. Hopper, who acted as chair- 
man, charged that the situation was 
without hope so far as ever getting 
immune from the cattle tick. He de- 
clared he had been dipping for eight 
years and was now dipping cattle that 
had not had ticks in six years and 
some of the cattle he was now dip- 
ping had never had ticks; but had 
been confined all of their life in his 


ot. 
The commissioners stated they 
agreed with the cattle owners in their 


{opinion that the tick fight had he- 
‘come a burden, both upon the owners’ 
|time and the county’s bank account, 


and they were all anXious to see 
something done that would relieve the 
situation, but they referred to the 
opinion of the county attorney and 
declared their hands were tied in the 
matter. During the meeting it was 
repeatedly. charged that the inspec- 
tors and range riders were over-paid 
and incompetent. It was also charged 
that favoritism has been shown and 
some have been foreed to continue 
dipping when others, on adjoining 
ranges, were permitted to stop dip- 
ping. 

Inspector Woods, who has super- 
vision of the campaign in the county. 
was present and was called upon to 
answer a number of questions. He 
referred to the law and stated that 
he and his men under him had tried 
to follow the law in every particular, 
but he was unable to give any idea 
as to when the campaign would ter- 
minate.

The New Eng- 
land cotton mills, which are about te 
close down, make high-priced goods, 
There are other cotton mills in the 
country making cheaper goods whe 
haven't any orders on their books. 
Yesterday receivers were appointed for 
two Fifth avenue high-priced retailers 
of women’s clothes, 
Only a few blocks away, the Fifth ave- 
nue 5 and 10-cent store of Woolworth 


‘is doing the largest business in its his- 


tory. 

Further easing of some structural 
steel prices was reported here today 
by some of the independents anxious 
to increase the amount of unfilled or- 
ders on their books. Structural shapes 
are being quoted by these manutac- 
turers at $3.25 per 100 pounds Pitts- 
burg base, or-a cut of a dollar, come 
pared with the price of a week aga, 
and $3 under the regular market qu 
tation. 

Wall street learned today that Jesse 
Livermore, who went to Europe six 
weeks ago to be gone severa! months, 
will return the middle of this month, 
or much sooner than was expected. 

Before leaving he cleaned up all of 
his extensive short interests. Liver- 
more can no more keep from specue- 
lating than he can live without breath- 
ing. It will be interesting to see 
which side of the market he takes on 
his return. 

President Budd, of Great Northern, 
had a talk today with President Cool- 
idge, Wall street railway men who are 
returning from talks with President 
Coohdge, Secretary Hoover and mem- 
bers of the interstate commerce com- 
mission say there will be no reduc- 
tion in freight rates this year even 
on products.

This company is the largest 
single manufacturer in the world of 
cotton goods. Moreover, its products 
are standard goods which bring a 
higher price in the open market than 
those of competitors. The cotton 
trade here, thinking the company had 
sufficient orders to run for at least 
this year, was taken greatly by é¢ur- 
prise at today’s news, wondering what 
the effect will be on mills making 
goods not so well known. 
_Today’s statements of earnings of 
Amoskeag for the year ending June 30, 
1923, show sales of $22,162,000 
against $24,828,000 a year ago with 
a deficit of $75,000 against a surplag 
for dividends last year of $648,000, 
The deficit this year after the pre- 
ferred dividend was $2,980,000.
